Under the current program 
the Agriculture Department i 
guarantees a minimum price for 
burley and in effect buys and 
holds for resale all the crop 
that doesn’t bring more than 
the minimum. The department 
attempts to keep supply in line 
with demand by restricting the 
acreage a farmer can plant in 
the crop. 

But, Cooper said, improving 
growing techniques have large¬ 
ly thwarted the acreage reduc¬ 
tions, creating surpulses and 
making major cutbacks likely- 
next year.

Each year, thousands of acres 
of valuable forests go up in 
smoke, according to the South¬ 
ern Forest Institute. And more 
than 90% of this incredible 
waste of human, wildlife and 
natural resources is caused by 
man’s carelessness. In an aver¬ 
age year, more than 125 thous 
and wildfires burn five million 
acres of woodlands, consume 
113 million tons of wood, and 
belch out 106 cubic miles of 
smoke.

Sen. George S. McGovern, D-

poor families, refused to sign 
the compromise legislation and 
said he might ask the Senate 
to reject it. 

The 8.8 million Americans 
who benefit would suffer if no 
compromise were reached. The 
current law expires Jan. 31. 

The work requirement was 
McGovern's chief objection. He 
argued that children should 
not be denied food because 
their parents turned down 
work.

“The young worker of today, j 
through lus social security con- j 
tnbution. is building protection 
(or his family,” Thompson said. 
“With contributions of only a 
few hundred dollars a year, he 
is creating an “estate” that 
c ould mean monthly checks for 
many years if he should die or 
become disabled before his 
children arc grown.” 

“About 1.3 million disabled 
workers under 65 are now get¬ 
ting monthly disability benefits 
under social security,” Thomp¬ 
son pointed out, “and payments 
are going to over 1 million oi 
their dependents. The average 
payment to the family of a dis¬ 
abled worker with 1 or morn 
children is $273.00 a month. 
The maximum is $434.40.” 

Three million young widows 
and children are receiving pay¬ 
ments based on the earnings of 
a deceased husband and father, 
with the average payment for 
a mother and two children now 
$292.00 and the maximum $434. 
40.” 

“In the Ashland District a- 
lone,” Thompson noted “1,600 
disabled workers and 2,100 of 
their dependents are receiving 
monthly disability benefits, 
while over 5,000 widowed moth 
ers and their children are re 
ceiving monthly survivors ben¬ 
efits. These benefits, which are 
over and above those being paid 
to retired workers and their 
families, total close to $800,000 
a month.” 


At Christmas time, paren's 
come to a fuller realization ol 
iust how important their chil¬ 
dren are to them.

The 
children will remain safe and 
secure as long as the parent is 
able to provide for them. 

“For this reason,” says Ash¬

The tree - eulogized in •'Jong 
and poetry for centuries — is 
emerging in a new, more vital 
role: life s aver. 

Horticulturists say tl.at one 
tree produces enough oxygen 
each day to sustain one life. 

Nurseryman Paul C Stark 
Jr. said that trees and green 
plants remove carbon dioxide 
from the air and add oxygen 
to it. ‘This.” he said, “is of 
great significance because if it 
were not for this interchange, 
the earth’s atmosphere would 
contain many times Hs pre¬ 
sent percentage of carbon dio¬ 
xide and so little oxygen that 
man could not exist.” 

Stark said that, during a 
model ately warm and sunny 
summer day. 25 meters of 
green leaves will produce ap¬ 
proximately the same amount 
of oxygen that one person will 
consume during the same per¬ 
iod. 

Based on this fact. Stark 
estimated that, one mature 
apple tree will produce enough 
oxygen to supply four people 
une year. 

Stark said that the current 
emphasis on clean air and 
improving the environment has 
made people more aware of 
the importance of trees. 

Stark said that trees ab¬ 
sorb noxious tumes from cars, 
prevent soil erosion and. when 
properly interspersed in yards 
and malls can reduce noise by 
65 per cent. 

‘‘Planting a tree.” he said, 
‘‘is °ne way all of us can get 
involved in saving our en¬ 
vironment — and lives. You 
don’t have to own a lot of land 
to do your part,” Stark said. 

The development °f the 
dwarf-size fruit tree makes 't 


possible for homeowners with 
small yards to fight pollution 
and inflation at the same time. 

"On a plot about the size of 
the average living ro'm the 
homeowner can plant a home 
fruit garden” Stark said. 
"Dwarf-size trees grow to b n 
about 8 to 10 feet tall, yet bear 
full-size apple.-, peaches, pears, 
and cherries. ’ he said. 

Stark Bros’, the country’s 
oldest nursery and the largest 
in the world has developed a 
guide that shows homeowners 
six places in their yard where 
they can plant fruit trees. 
These include planting as a 
part of a shrub border, as a 
fence or hedge, patio border, 
r oise screen, and as a "postage 
stamp” orchard. 

The company offers the 
guide free along with its cata¬ 
log.

SOUND PROOFERS 

A recently completed 3-year 
government study shows un¬ 
wanted noise may be cut by as 
much as 65 percent if trees are 
used as sound barriers, accord¬ 
ing to the Southern Forest In 
stitute. Researchers report tall 
trees absorg and deflect noise- 
better than short ones; ever¬ 
greens are best for year-round 
sound absorption. Scientists say 
the most effective noise-reduc¬ 
ing results come from 75-foot 
wide belts of closely spaced 
trees planted between the noise 
source and the area to be pro 
tected.

Edward D. Holbrook, Sr. 
West Liberty, has completed 
720 acres of timber stand im¬ 
provement and planted nearly 
200 acres of White pine and 
walnut trees. 

Starting in 1954 an his home 
farm in Morgatn County, with 
his axe and his dog, he has 
cut out the vines and hacked 
c-ut miles of trails and five 
lanes up the valleys and over 
the hills on his farms in four 
eastern Kentucky counties. 

Being a retired school teac¬ 
her dnd also a retired secre¬ 
tary for the Federal Land 
Bank Association. Ed recog¬ 
nized the great potential that 
lies in the improvement and 
proper management of the vast 
resources of timberland *n 
Eastei<n Kentucky. This enor¬ 
mous potential was too much 
of a challenge f°r Ed to sit 
in his rocking chair after re¬ 
tirement. 

Already past bo years of 
age when he started, by 1958 
he had completed 401. acres 
of timber stand improvement 
(TSI) and planted mere than 
30 acres of trees. One tract 
ol 172 acres on Huntin' Creek 
in Breathitt County was com¬ 
pleted in 1957, where no for¬ 
est fires have burned in more 
than 90 years. Many long sec¬ 
tions of crooked, split rail 
fence with stake and riders 
still exist.

ram Highlights Are Announced 


Several new regulations for 
1971 agricultural conservation 
farm programs have recently 
been released according to 
Jack Welch, chairman of the 
Kentucky State Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC)) Committee. 

The program highlights are: 

—Signed period for the feed 
grain, wheat and cotton 
programs will be March 1 
through April 9. Between now 
£tnd March 1 all details are 
expected to be announced about 
the programs which will be 
operated under ti.e new farm 
law, The Agriculture Act of 
1970. 

—Final determinations on 
set-aside acreages have not 
been made, but a tentative 20 
per cent set-a«ide for feed grain 
and a set-aside of between 60 
and 75 per cent domestic wheat 
allotment have been announc¬ 
ed. The set-asides for these 
two crops will not exceed 20 
per cent on feed grains and 
75 percent on wheat. The cot¬ 
ton set-asides will not exceed 
20 per cent of the farm acreage 
allotment. 

These tentative set-asides 
are planned by the U S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for 
the purpose of the special 
January Farmers’ Planting 
Intentions Report Decision on 
the actual percentages will be 
made before March 1. 


remaining 230 acres to what¬ 
ever crops he chooses, except 
he can’t plant the quota crops 
mentuined earlier. He can plant 
corn, soybeans, grain sorghum, 
cotton, vegetables or specialty 
crops — whatever crops or 
combination of crops he fig¬ 
ures will bring him the best 
retur ns for his investment.” Mr. 
Welch said. 

The example cited would be 
just as true for wheat and 
cotton participants as for feed 
grain, he said. ‘The important 
thing for farmers to remem¬ 
ber in planning for 1971 is that 
the f»qd grain, wheat and 
cotton programs provide them 
flexibility in their farm 
management, allowing more 
efficient operations than the 
more restrictive programs of 
pa«t years.” 

Final set-aside percentages 
will not be announced until 
additional information is re¬ 
ceived hy the U- S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, such as 
the special January Farmers’ 
Planting Intentions Report, 
and further data on 1970 crop 
production. 

PROGRAM PAYMENTS 

—Preliminary program pay¬ 
ments will be made to pro¬ 
ducer® as soon as practicable 
after July 1. It is expected 
the preliminary payment will 
represent a major portion of 
the total payment a producer 
will earn. In any event, no 
producer refund will be re¬ 
quired if the preliminary pay¬ 
ment for any of these crops 
proves to be higher than the 
full payment due the farmer. 

—Participants in the 1971

‘‘A farmer in the feed grain 
oi wheat programs will receive 
set-aside payments whether or 
not he produces the program 
crop. For cotton program 
participants, failure to plant 
at least 90 per cent of the 
farm’s base acreage allotment 
will result in a reduction in 
payment,” Mr. Welch said. 

NO ACREAGE LIMITATION 

He re-emphasized that parti¬ 
cipants in any of the three 
programs—feed grain, wheat, 
or cotton — have no acreage 
limitation on production other 
than the required set-aside 
acreage and maintenance of 
tiheir farm’s conserving base. 

"For example, suppose a 
farmer has 300 cropland acres, 
including a 100 -aore feed grain 
base and a 50-acre conserving 
base. Now suppose we do have 
a 20 per cent set-aside for 
feed grains—remember, how¬ 
ever, that 20 per cent is still a 
t'ontat've figure. The farmer 
sets aside 20 per cent —20 acres 
of his feed grain base, main¬ 
tains his 50-acre conserving 
base, and is free to plant the 


at cotton (micronaire 35 
through average location. 

—Participation in the set- 
s programs is not requir- 
to obtain price-support 
loans on the following crops: 
feed grain set-aside payment soybeans, at $2 25 a bushel, 
will be equal to the difference 
between the national average 
pHce received by larmers 
during the first five months 
of the marketjig year and 
the guarantee. 

NO WHEAT ALLOTMENT 

—No National wheat acreage 
allotment totaling 19 7 million 
acres. Participating wheat 
growers will receive 100 per 
cent of parity on the produc¬ 
tion of theiir tfufj domestic 
allotment. 

—For cotton growers, tho 
preliminary set-aside payment 
rate to program participants 
has bfeen s«t at 15 cents per 
pound. The final payment, 
together with the five-month 
average market price in the 
designated spot markets for 
middling ore-inch cotton, must 
equal the higher of 35 cents a 
pound or 65 per cent oi parity 
as of the beginning of the mar¬ 
keting year. 

LOAN RATES 

—Loan rates have been an¬ 
nounced for several 1971 crops. 

For program participants 
price-support loans will bo 
available on wheat at a na¬ 
tional average °f $1.25 a bus¬ 
hel; corn at $1.08 a bushel 
for No. 2; grain sorghum at 
$ 1.73 a hundredweight, and 
cotton at 19.5 cents a pound 
for middling one - inch up-

The Big Sandy RECC, serving 
Floyd, Johnson, Martin and 
parts of Magoffin, Knott and 
Lawrence Counties, seeks the 
lowest annual amount of $135,- 
594, which Manager Bill Wells 
of Prestonsburg said Friday 
was a 16 percent increase for 
the co-op’s 5,200 customers. 

The Fleming-Mason KECC at 
Flemingsburg, serving more 
than 14,000 consumers in Row¬ 
an, Fleming, Lewis, Bath and 
adjacent counties seeks $340,- 
145. 

Both are among 12 of the 14 
local co-ops supplied by the 
East Kentucky Rural Electric 
Cooperative, based at Winches¬ 
ter, which asks an annual in¬ 
crease of $750,751. 

Harold Haight, manager of 
the Grayson Co-op serving 7,100 
consumers in Boyd, Greenup. 
Carter. Elliott and parts of Law¬ 
rence and Rowan Counties, said 
Friday his co-op expects to fol¬ 
low suit soon with a rate in¬ 
crease request. 

James W. Elam, office man¬ 
ager of Licking Valley RECC at 
West Liberty, indicated a rate 
hike would result from a “long, 
hard look" at the situation. 

He said the group had not 
received a rate increase in 
cbout 20 years, while rate re 
ductions have been effected 
three times since 1950. 

The Licking Valley RECC 
furnishes 8.050 consumers in 
Morgan, Magoffin, Breathitt,
